The letter of Hon. Henry G. Divis 


accepting the Democratic vice presi- 
dential nomination was made public 
on Monday. From it we quote the fol- 
lowing: 


The expenses per capita of the gov- 


ernment are increasing at an alarming 
rate. When the present adm'nistra- 
tion went <nto powi r there was a large 
surplus, but notwithstanding the enor- 
mous taxation, tbe revenues therefrom 
are not now adf quate to meet the de- 
mands made by reckless appropria- 
tions. The revenues fell sh^rt during 
the last fiscal year, of over 840,000,000 
In the first sixty days of this fiscal 
year the exnenditures exceeded the 
receipts by S34,000,000, and if this rate 
ot excess should continue, the deficit 
for the present fiscal year would he in 
the neighborhood of $140,000,000. This 
needless deficit is du0 to the extrava 
?ance of tbe administration, and can 
only be met by imposing additional 
taxes o- sailing bonds, thereby increas- 
ing the interest-bearing debt of the 
jrovarrment. 
Which course will the

$7_14 per capita, which means that the 
ave» age tax paid in some form or 
another by every family of five persons 
toward the support of the national ad-

Except in the exigencies of war the 
taxing power has been exercised by 
-congress largely in the direction of the 
imposition of duties upon imports. No 
"one 
expects to change this arrange- 


ment, which has proved so convenient 
to the general government and so con- 
ducive to the interests of the states, 
whose resort to other sources of reve- 
nue is left untrammeled. 


That many of the existing tariff 


rates are excessive and enable power- 
lul combinations to extort unjust and 
oppressive tribute from the pei.ple cin- 
not be controverted. Tbe tariff is un- 
doubtedly too high upon such articles 
as enable the manufacturer to sell his 
products abroad cheaper than at home. 
Steil rails are a compicuons example 
in this respsct. It is admitted that 
they are being made for 115 a ton. A 
few years ago they were freeiy sold in 
this C untry at 817 a ton. They are 
now selling at tbe mills here for home 
consumption at 828 a ton, and for tne 
foreign market at from $18 to 823 a ton. 


The average selling price of a hun- 


dred articles, taken principally from 
the iron »nd steel list, is found to he 
about 20 per cent, higher in this coun- 
try than abroad. Relief from these 
conditions will only come through the 
success cf the Democratic party, which 
stands for a wise, conservative and 
gradual change in tbe tariff !aws, 
which will equalize the burdens of its 
ation and mska honest competition 
possible. 
It is estimated that there are in tie 


LVited States between two and three 
hundred combinations of capital and 
corporate interests, known as trusts, 
which have grown up in the last few 
years under Republican rule.

Postmaster General Payne, Senator Hoar 


and Sir William Vernon-Hareonrt Have 


Been Called Uome. 


Pest—aster General Hanry C. Payne 


died in Washington, D. C , on Tues- 
day. The cause < f death was given as 
disease of the mitral va^ve and dila- 
tion of Ihe heart. Hjnry C. Payne, 
whos1 r'ee from compiritive obscurity 
to the front rank -'n 'he political and 
industrial wo'ld, uresents a striking 
illustration of the ulor'ous aih'eve- 
ment possible to thp American citizen, 
was born in As^n-ld, Mass., Novem- 
ber 23, 1853. H's education was begun 
in the commin schools and in the 
pcidemv *t Saelburne Fall, Mass., 
from which institution he graduated 
in 1859 Four years later be removed 
to M.i.vaukee, Wis., and there secured 
employment in a dry goods store. Ea- 
ergetic and [uecess'ul application to 
business brought him reward in sue- 
cess've promotions, until he became,in 
a sense, the acting manager cf the 
store. About this tima he began to 
invest in other enterp-isss, notably 
the Milwaukae E ectric Railway and 
Light company and the Wisconsin TeJ* 
ephone company, ard eventually be- 
came the president of both institu- 
tions. He was also president of the 
American Street Railway association 
in 1893 4 and likewise served in the 
capacity of receiver for the Northern 
Pacific railroad during the period of 
insolvency of that corporation 
in 


1893 5. Mr. Payne was an ardent Re- 
pullican. He had served ss secretary 
and chairman of his county and state 
central committees, was a member of 
the natioral committee, had been » 
delegate to the national convention 
and was actively identified and affiliat- 
ed with several prominent Republic- 
an clubs. He wss postmaster of Mil- 
waukee for ten years, having been 
appointed in 1870. In January, 1903, 
he was appointed postmaster general 
by the president, to succeed Charles | 
Emory Smith, who had resigned 
Mr, 


Payne was msrried to Miss Lvdia W. 
V-in Dyke, who, with her distinguished 
husband, had been prominent in Mil- 
waukee and Washington social circles.

Sir William Vernon-Harcourt died at 


his home near Oxford, Eag., on Octo- 
ber 1.

Hon. George Frisbie Hoar, who for 


more than a quarter of a century hat 
represented Massachusetts in the sen- 
ate of the United States, was born in 
Concord, Mass , August 80, 1826, and 
died at his home in Worcester, 
on September 30,1904. He was a gradu- 
ate cf Harvard of the class of 1846 and 
completed a coune in law at the Dana 
Law school, Harvard. The deceased 
began his professional career at Wor- 
cester and his first official capacity 
was that of city attorney in Worcester. 
Mr Hoar was elected to the Massachu- 
setts House of Rep esentatives in 1852 
ird five years later was chosen state 
senator. 
For the period of eight years, 


between 1809-77, Mr. Hoar was a mem- 
ber of congress and in the latter year 
was elected to the senate, serving con- 


tinuously since in that august body. 
Aside from his distinguished and pro- 
found knowledge of statecraft, Mr 
Hoar was a learned student of history 
and science, having been a member of 
tte more prominent American societies 
of historical and scientific research. 
He was also agent of tbe Smithsonian 
Institute in the year 1880. Mr. Hoar 
was twice married, his first wife being 
Miss Mary Louisa Spnrr and his second 
Miss Ruth A. Miller.

EDITORS GAZETTE—Thinking that a 


few lines from me might interest some 
home folks, I t»ke the liberty of send- 
ing you this. I left Bedford last Wed- 
nesday and afters journey of 827 miles, 
lasting 28)^ hours, I arrived hereO K. 
at 7.35 next day. 
Many sights of in- 


terest were visible on our journey, but 
I must not mention too many or I'll 
get too lengthy an article before I 
think of it. 


It will be of interest to farmers of 


Bedford ccunty to know that they will 
get a good price for clover seed next 
spring, as the crop is almost an entire 
failureall through the country through 
which I passed and I have spoken to 
qu!te a number of farmers frrm Ohio 
and other western stateshere and they 
all say the crop is a failure. Corn 
Iroks fairly well along the way and 
hundreds of thousands of acres of it 
are ready to harvest, all of vhich will 
be sown to wheat. West of Columbus, 
0 , very little corn is cut or seeding 
done as yet. 


I have taken in tbe fair two days and 


am, cf course, delighted with it. It is 
simply indescribable, covering 1,240 
acres of the very best from all quarters 
of the globe. The floral decorations 
are grand beyond conception, 
The 


great floral clock is a marvel and is 
worth going a great way to see. Its 
dial consists of 18,000 plants of all col- 
ors in full bloom 
The centre contains 


4,500 verbenas. The minute hand is 
74 feet long, the dial is 112 feet in di- 
ameter and each hand weighs 2,300 
pounds. The minute hand moves five 
feet per miiute. Then there are acres 
and acres of the most beautiful flowers 
1 ever saw all over the grounds. 


The buildings and their contents are 


all immense and this undoubtedly is 
the greatest show the world has ever 
seen. The cost is said to be $50,000,- 
000 and 44 states and 50 foreign coun- 
tries are participating. The four miles 
of aisles in the agricultural building 
are crowded with fine exhibits from all 
over the world. All races and nations 
of the earth are to be seen here. 


There are many "big things" to be 


seen. The largest organ ever made is 
here and has 145 stops and 10,000 pipes. 
A number of good sized guns are ex- 
hibited. One of the 16 inch guns is 49 
feet long, weighs 891,000 pounds and 
shoots a projectile weighing 
2,400 


pounds for 21 miles at a velocity of 2,- 
300 feet per second, and that's faster 
than you or I could run, 


California's 
big register, in which 


all visitors are asked to register, 
contains 2,500 pages,weighs 500 pounds 
and c:st $300. I saw a pair of hoi 
that weigh 1,200 pounds, one Duroc 
Jersey hog that weighs 1,120 pounds, a 
giant bird cage 300 feetlong, a turbine 
engine of 8,000 horse power. 


The fishery building contains an im- 


mense exhibit and ie always c-owded. 
Here you see hundreds of kinds of dif- 
ferent fishes that Walter Berkheimer 
never caught nor even saw in Scrub 
Grass or Bobb's creek. 


The fruit display in Horticultural 


hall is fine—millions of great big spec- 
imens, bigger than Albert Otto can 
raise. But it must be said it is a shame 
that Pennsylvania is not represented 
in it. The exhibit of the United States 
government building is fine and the il- 
lumination is suparh, but can only be 
seen properly from the Ferris wheel, 
285 feet high. The best things on. the 
pike are Creation, Baby Incubator, 
Shoot the Chutes, New York to the 
North Pole, Temple of Mirth, Magic 
Whirpool, Scenic Railway and Here- 
after. Most of the rest are fakes and 
are no good. 


Yesterday I went to see my old bach- 


elor and venerable hermit uncle and the 
only one left on my father's side of the 
house. He left Bedford in 1845 and 
has never been back to his people since. 
He will be 81 next Monday and is very 
feeble. After spending 40 years of his 
life inventing a water filter, which he 
is not now able to put on the market 
for want of funds, he has been reduced 
to a state of poverty. I don't think he 


be seen 286 miles away. One can read 
from its light 40 miles away when its 
rays strike you. I got a pas* to go up 
and was up at 7 o'clock Sunday night, 
when it wss lit up. The stairway of 
this building cost $17,000, the clock on 
the stairs 3000 and the rug in Mr Lew- 
is' room $1,200. The cost of the build- 
ing was over J500.000. They receive 
an average of over 10,000 letters daily 
acd send out an average of 74,000 
piecrs of mail daily that 
require 


stamps, to say nothing of the 40 tons 
daily of papers they send out. The 
building 's constructed of steel and 
granite. They print 175,000 magazines 
a day and three of the presses turn off 
130 psr minute. The Woman's mag- 
azine circulates every where for 10 cents 
a year, while the advertising rates are 
$6,000 a page. The publication started 
five years ago with about $20 capital. 
This shows what can be done by de- 
termined and united effort. 
Hundreds 


of people frotn everywhere visit the 
plant every day. I consider that it 
alone is almost worth a trip to St. 
Louis.
